The case of Charles Potee, Deputy Recorder 
for the Second Ward, was the first of the 
election-fraud cases docketed for trial in the 
United States Cirouit Court to-day.

The Court 
announced that the case would be passed 
down until 10 o’ clock to-morrow morning. 

The case of Richard Powers was called after 
the continuance of Potee’s case. Mr. Dyer, 
for the Government, asked thatthe case be 
passed down, as the indictment did not con- 
tain all the allegations the Government was 
prepared to support on a trial. The case was 
left over until next Tuesday morning. On 
Monday the Circuit Court Grand-jaury will 
meet and make the additional allegations. 

Thomas J. Malloy was called for trial, but 
did not answer. His attorney, Mr. C. M. 
Napton, stated that his client did not expect 
to be called for trial to- day. and was not in at- 
tendance. He asked that the case be passed 
down for an hour. His request was granted 
and the remaining docket was called. 

Among the cases called were those of Ed 
Guion, Robert McCormack, Wm. Bergesch 
and F. J. Leinert. In each of these cases the 
points raised in the O’Connor case apply. 
None of the defendants had been appointed to 
any official position. They are accused by the 
Government of having confederated with the

Surrendered on His Bond. 


Albert Baash acted as a judge of election in 
the First Ward at the November election, and 
was indicted by the Federal Grand-jury.

WON'T HANDLE THEM. 


| DETROIT STOVE MOLDERS ~ REFUSE TO 
TOUCH BRIDGE-BEACH’S PATTERNS, 


Action of the Knight of Labor Assembly— 
The Manufacturers Firm—Formation of 
a National District Assembly of Iron and 
Steel Workers—’Longshoremen’s Strike— 
Labor News. 


Derroir, Mich., April 24.—The molders 
turned out en masse to attend the regular 
meeting of Deviin Assembly, Knights of La- 
bor, which was held last night. This assembly 
numbered 1,000 molders, 900 of whom are em- 
ployed in the three Detroit foundries. There 
were 900 men present. Speeches were made. 
Nota word of bitterness was expressed towards 
the companies ofthis city, but the men re- 
solved not to touch one of the ‘‘tabooed 
molds.’’ In all the assembly there was nota 
distentient voice. Those who saw it say that 
such an unanimous resolution was never be- 
fore made in Detroit.. The stove bosses seem 
quiet and contented to-day. The patterns 
have not yet been ordered into the Detroit 
district. 

A prominent member of the Detroit Stove 
Company said this morning: We regret ex- 
tremely that this trouble has occurred. We 


‘are on the most harmonious terme with our 
men. If the patterns are ordered to Detroit, 
3 we shall certainly take them in 
and. 

The men say that the companies are ex- 
tremely busy and cannot afford to withstanda 
strike. The Detroit and Michigan Works em- 
ploy about 1,000 to 1,200 men each, 350 in each 
shop being molders. The Peninsular Works 
employ about 500 men, including about 150 
molders. 

The Executive Committee of the National 
Defensive Association arrived at the Russell 
House at a late hour last night. This morn- 
ing a meeting of the committee was held at 
the office of the Detroit Stove Company. 
They listened first to an address from D. M. 
Thomas, the secretary. After an informal 
talk of some length it was decided that 
an order should be issued to the members of 
the Defense Association throughout the dis- 
trict to commence work at once on the St. 
Louis patterns which have already been 
placed in each of the establishments. Secre- 
tary Thomas says: ‘‘This decision unques- 
tionably means a strike, and a strike means 
that 2,500 molders will quit work and that 7,000 
men and boys will be thrown out of employ- 
ment. More than that, the same movement 
will sweep the country. 


Brickmakers’ Troubles. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 14.—The Brick Manu- 
facturers’ Association last night took a stand 
in regard tothe demands of their employes, 
which, if carried out, will paralyze the build- 


ing trade of the city. The association met to 
consider the troubles of the trade. The price 
list and yard rules to govern the present sea- 
son have been in dispute for a long time and 
numerous attempts to settie the matter have 
failed. The wage question has been practically 
settied and the only disagreement between 
the men and their employers is in regard to 
the regulations governing the working of the 
various yards. An agreement was submitted 
to the employers providing that preference 
should be given tothe Knizhts of Labor and 
all dimculties be submitted to arbitration; 
also that the employes of each yard shoul 

be under the supervision of a committee of 
three, composed of yard employes. This the 
manufacturers refuse to sign, and, at the 
meeting last night, a resolution was adopted by 
the association deciaring that if the present 
difficulties between the Knights of Labor and 
the brick manufacturers be not settled by 
Saturday, April 16, the manufacture and de- 
livery of bricks would eease on that day. This 
decision, if the matter be 


out of employment, besides affecting those 
employéd in the various building ,trades. 
There are no bricks on the hands of Fuilders 
and they cannot afford to bring them here 
from other places. 


Iron-Workers’ National Assembly. 


PrITTsBURG, Pa., April 14.—The Knights of 
Labor in this district have formed a National 
District Assembly of Iron and Steel Workers, 
and an application will be made next week to 
Mr. Powderly for a charter. The move-

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AGITATION AGAINST THE COERCION BILL 
SPREADING IN ENGLAND. 


: Enthusiastic Meetings to Protest 

Against the Bill—Chamberiain Runs Off 

to Scotland—Gladstone’s Speeches—Ex- 

Consular Clerk Tilghman—The Stanley 

Expedition — Opening of the Dominion 
' Parliament—Foreign News.

Lonpox, April 14.—The agitation against 
coercion is, indeed, the people’s battle, and 
the number and enthusiasm of the meetings is 
marvellous. The whole north country is up 
as in the hottest days of the Bulgarian 
embroglio. These agitation meetings, in the 
best sense of the word, are local and spontane- 
ous, forthe greatorators are resting. The 


5 dtatement that a number of English Radicals 


are about to conduct an anti-coercion camp- 


1 paign in Ireland, is without foundation. After 


the second feading, when the bill goes into 
committee, the agitation will become hotter 
than ever. Chamberlain, characteristically 
enough, has arranged to be 
ABSENT IN SCOTLAND, 
so as to escape voting for the second reading 
of the coercion bill next Monday night. He 
strongly supports the bill, of course, and 
would unhesitatingly vote for it if he thought 
there was any chance of the Government being 
beaten. This not being the case, he desires to 
avoid all the odium possible. A significant 
fact is that Chamberiain’s speech yesterday, 
for the first time since he was made Cabinet 
Minister, was summarized in a dozen of the 
leading English papers, both Liberal and Tory. 
instead of being reported fully. 
GLADSTONE’S SPEECHES. 

Gladstone’s speech Monday night will deal 
with the whole question of the Government 
proposals and coercion. His speech at the 
Eighty Club, Tuesday night, will embody the 
latest revised views on the Irish question gen- 
erally. The two orations will, therefore, give 
an exhaustive presentation of his present atti- 
tude and the authorized position of the Lib- 
eral party. There is some talk among the 
Liberals of the advisability of intimating to 


 dissentient Liberals that their faults in the 


past will be overlooked if they vote against 
the coercion bill, but that this will be their 
last and only chance of reconciliation with 
their party. They are ina state of nervous- 
ness, knowing that if the Government should 
be defeated while they themselves are in their 
present position, the Liberal-Unionist party 
would be practically annihilated in another 
election. Therefore, such an offer, if respon- 
sibly made, would bea powerful temptation. 
THE IMPERIAL INSTITUTE. 

A story is circulating on good authority that 
the Chancellor of the Excheguer will ask Par- 
liament to vote £200,000 to the Imperial Insti- 
tute. If Goschen does.this, itis certain there 
willbe a tremendous outcry. The Imperial 
Institute is known generally as the Imperial 
Imposture,’’ and there are very serious rea- 
sons for believing it to be ofa piece with the 
South Kensington exhibition, managed bya 
ring of financiers known as the South Ken- 
sington gang, whose efforts have not been 
without great personal profit tothe Prince of 
Wales. Itis intolerable that the Government 
should mulct the taxpayers now that the peo- 
ple practically refuse to have anything to do 
with the suspicious scheme. 

AN IMPORTANT INVENTION. 

The Northern Echo, one of the most influ- 
ential papers in North England, is authority 
for the statement that a Durham invention 
willsoon producea startiing and economic 
improvementin the matter of fuel combus- 
tion and heating steam boilers. Protection 
has been obtained for the invention. The 
cubic bulk of fuel that will henceforth be re- 


. quired for marine steam engines will be re- 


duced, it is said, by 70 per cent, giving a gain 
to the extent indicatea by that proportion to 
the storage space for the cargo in ocean- going 
steamships. The timefor raising steam will 
be diminished in ali steam boilers, stationary 
and marine, by at least two-thirds. The cost 
of fuel consumption will be reduced by more 
than one-half, and the production of smokeis 
absolutely annihilated. The process has been 
made the subject of actual experimental 
demonstration and every test has been ap- 
plied. The full details are promised soon. 

. THE GREVILLE MEMOIRS. 

In Gladstone’s elaborate review of the last 
volumes of the Greville memoirs, which will 
appear in the next number of the English 
Historical Review, the most interesting pas- 
sage is thatin which he defends the Crimean 
war as a European protest against the wrong- 
doing of a single State; an advance in civili- 
gation and a method of action favorable in 
itself to peace. The Crimean war, he 
adds, ‘‘may claim this rare eulogium, it was 
an unselfish war.’’

THE DOMINION. 


Opening of Parliament To-Day—The Gov- 
ernor-General’s Speech. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, April 14.—The Dominion 
Parliament opened to-day. The Governor- 
General, in his speech from the throne, congrat 
ulated Parliament on the general prosperity 
of the country and on the prospect of a com- 
ing season of peace and progress. The 
Queen’s Jubilee was referred to and her 
Majesty congratulated on having reached the 
fiftieth anniversary of her reign. The promi- 
nent position taken by Canada at the Colonial 
and Indian Exhibition recently held in Lon- 
don, was rofefred to, and attention was 
called to the advantages offered by Canada to 
agriculturalists and capitalists. Referring 
to the fisheries question, his Excellency said: 

»The negotiations between her Majesty's 
Government and that of the United States on 
the fisheries question, with respect to which 
my Government has been fully informed 
and consulted, are stillin progress and will, 
we may be permitted to hope, result in an 
arrangement honorable and satisfactory 
to both nations. Meanwhile, the necessary 
provision has been made for the protection of 
our inshore fisheries. The papers on this sub- 
ject will be laid before you. Your attention 
will be invited to the expediency of 
establishing a department of trade and 
commerce, under the supervision of 
a responsible minister. You will 
also be asked to consider the pro- 
priety of making such improvement in the 
organization of the Departments of Justice, 
Customs and Inland Revenue as will provide 
greater facilities for the dispatch of 
the large and increasing volume of business 
with which these departments are charged. 
A measure will be submitted to you giving 
representation in the Senate to the Northwest 
Territories, in addition to that which 
they now possess in the House of Commons. 
Other measures will be laid before you, and 
among them will be found bills for the amend- 
ment of the acts relating to the govern- 
ment of railway, for providing a better mode 
of trial of claims against the Crown, for the im- 
provement of procedure in criminal 
cases, and a further amendment of 
the Chinese immigration act. You 
will also be asked, in order to provide 
against possible interruption ofthe navi- 
gation of our great inland waters, for an ap- 
propriation in aidof the construction of a 
canal to connect the waters of Lakes Huron 
and Superior at Saulte Ste Marie.’’ 

A SCHOONER WRECKED. 

HALiFAx, N. S., April 14.—The fishing 
schooner Anna McGee of Pubnico, while at- 
tempting to run into this port, went ashore at 
Musquadoboit, and has become a total loss. 
Clarence Maloné, aged 19 years, one of tke 
crew, was washed overboard and drowned.

STANLEY’S EXPEDITION. 


The Explorer Encountering Great Difficul- 
ties in the Congo Country. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, April 14.—A letter from Banana, in 
the Congo State, announces the resignation 
of Lieut. Emory Launt of the United States 
Navy, and son-in-law of Admiral English, 
from the management of the Sandford Com- 
pany, and his departure to Europe on account 
of his heaith. ‘‘This, at least, is the ostensi- 
ble reason given,’’ says the letter, ‘‘but it is 
generally believed that Lieut. Launt has 
withdrawn on account of the difficulties in the 
way of the enterprise, the management of 
which he had accepted. 

STANLEY'S EXPEDITION. 

The letter also says that Stanley is expected 
soon, asan agentof his has already arrived 
there to engage porters and to assist him in 
his expedition. He will, however, have 
trouble in getting them. The difficulties 
which Stanley will have to encounter are even 
greater than had been anticipated in Europe. 
He will experience great trouble in getting his 
convoy as far over as Stanley’s Falls. The 
harvests have been so bad for years that the 
natives have barely enough for themselves at 
the Leopoldville station. It has been necessary 
on account of lack of food to discharge the 
Bingala employes three months before their 
time expired, and to send the soldiersto Boma 
for the same reason. From Omatadi to 
Leopoldville Stanley will meet with such 
difficulties in revictualing that everyone is 
wondering how he will be able to sustain his 
little army. Once at the post he will not find 
water transportation for more than 150 men, 
while he is to have over 600 with him. In spite 
of his great knowledge of the Congo country 
it is not deemed possible for Stanley to reach 
Emir Pasha before the expiration of eight to 
ten months.

TRICKY TILGHMAN. 


The Latest Exploits of the Ex-Consular 
Clerk at Berlin. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, April 14.—Your correspondent 
telegraphed to Mr. Raine, Consul-General of 
the United States at Berlin, for further in- 
formation concerning the United States Con- 
sular Clerk Tilghman, whose peculiar career 
in Europe was described recently, and re 
ceived the following letter: 

ein reply to your telegram to-day permit 
me to say that Mr. Tilghman was transferred 
recently to Rotterdam, and not to London. I 
understand from Consular Clerk Marks, 
who has just been transferred to my office 
from London, that Tilghman has made his 
appearance in the latter city, and bas 
represented himself as being Vice Oonsul- 
General of the United States at Berlin with the 
object of raising money. I have telegraphed 
the Unitea States Consul at Rotterdam and 
will inform you without delay whether Tilgh- 
man has been dismissed from the service or 
not. Atall events, Tilghman’s signatures as 
an Official of the United States Government 
are more than doubtful. 

FREDERICK RAINE.’’ 

Areply came from Rotterdam that no re- 
port of the action of the State Department has 
as yet been received. Mr. Raine, however, 
was confident on Saturday that Tilghman was 
either dismissed or would be so in a few days. 
His letter to the State Department de- 
manding Tilghman’s dismissal, contains 
some of the incidents of his Berlin career, 
already described in previous dispatches. 
The last complaint made against him in Ber- 
lin, came from a woman who had given him 
German lessons. He did not pay her and Dr. 
Horwitz of the National Zeitung, who intro- 
duced him had to pay the bill. In London,

HOW GOLD IS EXPORTED. 


Something of Interest and New to Many 
Readers. 


From the Boston Commercial Bulletin. 


Each keg contains $50,000 in clear gold. 
It is from the Bank of America, at New 
York, that most of the goldis shipped 
from that “ef The foreign steamships 
sailing from this city now carry little or 
no gold, althdOugh the reverse was the 
case years ago. The shipments of gold 
are not a, on the bank’s account. 
At a first glance persons might well sup- 
2 that when the demand arises 
or gold to send abroad the shipper 
would only have to send in his order for 
his hundreds of thousands to the Sub- 
Treasury, where millions of specie are on 
deposit. Butthere are sufficient reasons 
why this plan will not work. The Sub- 
Treasury can pay out its coin only to 
creditors of the Government. With the 
Bank of America the associated banks 
keep on deposit constantly an enormous 
sum of gold, sometimes amountin 
to $40,000,000. To the members o 

bank association the Bank of 
America issues its own certificates 
against these deposits, ‘redeemable on 
demand. So, when there is occasion for 
making a gold shipment, the coin is pre- 
pared for that purpose in the rear office 
of that bank; here it is bagged and kegged 
and made ready for shipment. Kegs in 
which gold is packed—specie kegs, as 
they are called—are made of extra hard 
wood. They must have an extra iron 
hoop. Specie isnot thrown loosely into 
a keg, nor, upon the other hand, is it 
carefully wrapped in tissue paper 
and piled up one coin upon’ another. 
The ke serves only as a ro- 
tection for canvas bags, in which

BISMARCK AND GERMAN-AMERICANS, 

The treaty-making power is derived 
from the Constitution and therefore can- 
not rise above it or be construed as au- 
thorizing the President and Senate to nul- 
lify the Constitution itself or any of its 
guarantees. The Constitution makes 
treaties a part of the supreme law, but 
only so far as they may be ‘‘made 
under the authority of the United 
States, or in accordance with the pro- 
visions and guarantees of the Constitu- 
tion. 

It follows that the W soaking power 
is not authorized to divest any naturalized 
citizen of any right conferred on him by 
the Constitution or the laws made in pur- 
suance of it, which, in the language of the 
Constitution itself, take precedence of 
treaties. 

The treaty with Germany which recog- 
nized the right of that power to make 
an odious distinction between German- 
American citizens and other American 
citizens, and to deny to them the rights or 
courtesies of international comity accorded 
to all others, was an assumption by the 
treaty-making branch of our Government 
of a right to denaturalize men natural- 
ized by the supreme law of the United 
States, and to nullify their American citi- 
zenship by coriceding Germany's right 
to disregard it. Having the consent 
of our treaty-making power to treat a res- 
idence of two years in Germany as denat- 
uralizing German-Americans and rein- 
stating them as German subjects, the 
German Government now proposes, with- 
out any treaty recognition of her right, to 
subject German-American sojourners to 
surveillance from the moment of arrival 
and treat them as troublesome and dan- 
gerous characters, and to expel them for 
the shocking offense of talking about their 
citizenship and taking pride in its privi- 
leges and immunities. 

But when our treaty-makers have put a 
stigma of inequality upon American citi- 
zenship acquired by naturalization, we 
cannot expect.BISMARCK to treat it with 
any respect whatever. Where we con- 
cede an inch he takes an ell pf license in 
the way of treating German-American 
citizens as ticket-of-leave criminals when- 
ever they show themselves in Germany.

THE great railroad objection to the 
interstate law was that it would compel 
an advance of through rates, and its pur- 
pose was to check the practice of making 
through rates below cost of service and 
recouping by overcharging in local rates. 
The latter, being beyond the jurisdiction 
of Congress, are exempt from the opera- 
tion of the new law and are left to be reg- 
ulated by State law. But instead of 
increasing their through rates, the rail- 
roads have induced the Commission to sus- 
pend the operation of the fourth section 
and are doing their best to make their 
local rates more obnoxious and aggravat- 
ing than ever, pretending that the new 
law compels them to do this. Their object 
is to make the law unpopular and to cre- 
ate a public sentiment in favor of its re- 
peal. Instead of being misled by this 
transparent pretense the people should 
learn from it the increased necessity 
for the enforcement of proper 
State laws regulating local rates. 
Such laws are more necessary 
and will be more effective now than they 
were before the interstate law was passed. 
Its beneficial effect cannot be fully real - 
ized until it is supplemented by State ac- 
tion; nor even then if the Commissioners 
continue their practice of suspending the 
fourth section on ex parte railroad pe- 
titions, and before making the investiga- 
tion required by the law and hearing both 
sides of the question, as contemplated by 
the law.

From the official tables of the Bureau 
of Statistics it appears that the total value 
of exports from the United States to 
British America in 1886 was $45,891,395. 
Of the imports from British America into 
the United States the total value was 
$37,803,406, which included only $2,176,610 
worth of fish. According to these figures 
our trade with Canada brings us a net 
balance of over $8,000,000 in cash. While 
depriving us of that balance, non-inter- 
course would deprive us of a foreign 
market for nearly $46,000,000 worth 
of our surplus products and com- 
pel us to buy elsewhere or do with- 
out nearly $38,000,000 worth of foreign 
products for which we now profitably ex- 
change so large a part of our surplus. In 
short, it would subtract nearly $84,000,000 
a year from the foreign trade which is so 
rapidly enriching us as a people and which 
is one of the main supports of our indus-

DOWN WITH THE DUST. 


A Grand Movement Against 


the Nuisance. 


St. Louis to Be Rid of This 


Blighting Curse. 


An Appeal to Al Public = Spirited 
Citizens. 


A Monster Petition to the Municipal 
Assembly. 


Every Person to Have a Chance to Sign— 
No Distinction Because of Sex—Ladies 
Will Canvass the City—A Tempting 
Offer to Energetic Women—The Mean- 
ing of the Movement—Exorbitant Charges 
for Sprinkling—Nearly Two Hundred 
Thousand Dollars Blindly Lest to the 
City—Figures for Each Block and Front 
Foot—The Song of the Dirt“ — The 
‘*Post-Dispatch’’ Crusade Against the 
Dust. 


The Municipal Assembly meets next Tuesday 
éveuing. 

Like Hamlet, it will have to grapple with a 
great question. 

That question will be: 
to sprinkle?’’ 

Or it might be put as Shakspeare puts it: 
To be, or not to be?“ 

For it is simply a question of existence, indi- 
vidual and municipal. To live eight months 
of the year surrounded by clouds of dust is 
next to death for the citizen and the city. 

The Municipal Assembly has got to face the 
issue squarely. Two months ago the old As- 
sembly had a chance to immortalize itself 
and ingloriously failed, and the new body must 
take it up again. With snow on the ground 
or equinoctial mud everywhere, the public 
tolerated the death of the sprinkling bill. 
Now, with the dust nuisance making life mis- 
erable, the public will keep one eye on the 
billand one eye on their representatives in 
the Assembly. 

The Post-DISPATCH proposes to see that the 
Assembly is made acquainted with the wishes 
of the people. The public has been battling 
in the dark long enough. With the doors of 
the Council and House closed, the people's 
voice was shut out, and a reereant 
member could innocently go back to his con- 
stituency and say he was not aware how 
great the cry of the suffering city 
was. Now, it is proposed to 
show every member of the Assembly 
his duty so plainly that even all the dust of the 
city can not blind him to his obligation. 

THE VOICE OF PUBLIC DEMAND 
is this time going to be so loud that it will 
drown the rattle of the Street Sprinkling Com- 
pany’s carte which has dulled the legislative 


ear too long. 
The Post-DISPATCH will place in the hands 


of the citizens of St. Louis all the petitions for 
city sprinkling they can possibly need. 
They will de placed at every point 
where a human wish may want to register in 
favor of economy, cleanliness, health and hap- 
piness. Itis confidently believed that every 
intelligent citizen of St. Louis wants the city 
to aprinkle her own streets. The issue has 
not been made at the polis and the Post- 
DISPATCH proposes to have an election on this 
issue, so that everybody who had no chance 
to voice his opinion on this great question can 
make himself heard. This election is too deep 
and far reaching to be confined to 
one Class of citizens. For once a question is 
up for decision that affects the home as vitally 
as it does business. The peace and happiness 
of mothers and wives is as much at stake 
as the business success and prosperity of hus- 
bands and fathers. Therefore 
THE SWEET VOICE OF WOMAN 

is going to be heard in this election, There 
will be no marching to polls, and no embar- 
rassing public prominence.

For the first time in their lives the women of 
St. Louis are going to be given a voice in the 
handling of public affairs, and they will feel 
proud that the occasion selected for this fran- 
chise is so fraught with importance tothe body 
politic. The POsST-DISPATCOH has gone into 
this fight to win, and realizing 
that no great victory was ever 
won without the ladies’ support, they are 
going to put the ballots in their fair hands. 
And the Posr-Drsrarck does this with no fear 
of the result. It knows how the women will 
speak.

All these petitions will be — together, | 
properly bound, and presented to the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. And what a grand petition 
it willbe! The most majestic that ever took 
its place before the city fathers, and said: 
We demand a hearing. 

WHAT WILL IT ALL MBEAN? 

It will mean a protest against the dust 
nuisance, which is ten thousand times worse 
than all other nuisances put together, because 
it does its paralyzing work both night and 
day; and is worst when the summer’s heat is 
most intense. 

It will mean a protest against a monopolistic 
system that has got its grip on the city so tight 
and fast that it needs a combined effort, a lous 
pull, a strong pull and a pull altogether,’’ to 
shake it off. 

It will mean a protest against a system that 
compels the city to pay $451,380.50 for sprink- 
ling 2,123 blocks when 6,974 blocks can be 
sprinkled for $268,525. Or in other words, itis 
a protest against paying nearly twice as much 
for one-third of the necessary work. 

It will mean a protest against the city paying 
$182,855 for nothing, and leaving two-thirds of 
the city unwatered. 

It will mean a protest against the olty com- 
Helling citizens to pay $212.61 per block to a 
private sprinkling company for, eight 
months’ sprinkling, when, ifs the 
city did its own sprinkling, it 
would cost but $8.49 per block. The citizen 
now pays 44% cents per front foot, whereas, 
the city could | cut it down to eight-tenths of a 
cent. 

It will mean a protest against giving the 
sprinkling company a license for sprinkling a 
biock for $10, and making the hose license to 
a citizen for the same space of ground $60. 

The Board of Public Improvements has 
stated what these protests willemphasize. As 
far back as April 8, 1880, the Board said: 


Closely connected with the matter of street 
cleaning is that of street sprinkling. This is 
now done by companies or individuals in pur- 
suance of private contracts, without any 
oversight or interference by the city, 
and as a consequence it is done 
in a very irregular and  unsatisfac- 
tory manner. Many streets which need 
sprinkling most are not sprinkled at all and 
the dust from them does much to neutralize 
the sprinkling done elsewhere. If sprinkling 
could be done upon a regular system and un- 
der the supervision of the city it could be done 
much more effectually and more cheaply. 


In the years 1881, 1882 and 1884 the Board con- 
sidered the matter, and each time spoke in 
favor of improved sprinkling. On 
October 28, 1884, the Board  rec- 
ommended that the Municipal Assem- 
bly pass an ordinance providing for sprinkling 
by the city, the cost to be paid out of the gen- 
eral revenue. How far did this recommenda- 
tion get? Within reacn of the sprinkling com- 
pany, which opened itstubs and drowned it. 

Then the past winter witnessed another at- 
tempt to geta similar bill through the Assem- 
bly. It passed the Council, and the friends 
oi the city trembled with joyful expectancy 
when it reached the House. But that body 
treated it as though it was not worthy of their 
cohsideration. When it passed to the second 
reading it was referred to the House Commit- 
tee on Improvements. When the Chairman 
came to the sprinkling bill among a lot of 
others, he read: 

„„A bill to sprinkle the streets of St. 
Louis, eto. 

When he had finished the title a member 
said: ‘‘I move it be rejected. 

Without even asking for the reading of the 
bill, the motion was put and every member of 
the committee voted to reject, except 
one delegate, who voted no. Had 
it not been for this single 
delegate, the bill would have been smothered 
in committee. But his minority report 
brought it before the House. But the same 
spirit that tried to stab in the darkin the 
committee was at work inthe House, and the 
bill was killed. 

DOES ANY ONE WANT TO SEE 
such an important measure dealt with so un- 
derhundedly? If not, then these petitions will 
talk. 

The question, as it now stands before 
the incoming Assembly, cannot be 
lost sight of. It is not whether this 
or that system of sprinkling is 
the best. There is no question on that score. 
The Board of Public Improvements has 
officially declared the present  sprink- 
ling to be irregular and u2satis- 
factory. Every citizen who walks or rides 
about the city knows that. Every patient in 
sick rooms who looks out longingly 
for green trees and sees only dead and dying 
branches or leaves pearl-gray with 
dust knows that. Every mother whose 
sick child gasps for something else 
than dust-laden air knows that. 
The doctor knows it and so does the under- 
taker, and the ghastliest grin of triumph over 
the defeat of a sprinkling bill is on the pallid 
tombstones in Calvary and Bellefontaine. 

Everybody, official and unofficial, knows the 
present sprinkling is nothing but a fraud 
upon the people, and he knows, too, that 
by the present system those regions of the city 
where the air is the worst, where disease 
lurks the most, and where poverty pre- 
vents an escape to the country, there 
the dust is the thickest and deadliest. He 
knows that the only way to escape the double 
curse of dust and official extravagance is 
to let the city control the sprinkling. 
Then the poor and rich will be treated alike, 
and the springling contractor will not grow 
and fatten inthe dust that now kills the city 
and citizen together.

There is no way toad- 
just successfully the relations of the two coun- 
tries, Mr. Wiman thought, but by means of 
thorough reciprocity between them such as 
was suggested by the bill before Congress 
offered by Mr. Butterworth of Ohio. That 
the Government and Parliament at . — 
may be duly imbued with the respons 

of the hour,“ he said, is surely the prayer 
of every Canadian resident in this country.

Hotel This Morning. 


Narrow Escape of H. P. Williams, the 


Proprietor, and His Family. 


A Persistent Incendiary—Record of His Mis- 
chief-Makiug—Former Attempts to Burn 
the Hotel—Inmates Flee in Their Night 
Clothes From the Flames—A Suffocating 
Stairway—End of a Summer Resort Proj- 
ect. 


At & o’clock this morning the hotel at 
Montesano Springs was entirely consumed by 
fire. Homer P. Williams, the proprietor of 
the hotel, his wife, daughter and female 
servant barely escaped from the burning 
structure without injury. The Springs 
is a summer resort projected eight 
years ago by Ethan A. Hitchcock, 
S. N. Dodd, Newton Crane, Geo. W. Allen 
R. 8. Hayes, A. T. Harlow and C. H. Spencer. 
These gentlemen bought some ground on the 
bluff twenty miles south from the Iron Moun- 
tain depot at Fourth street and Chouteau av- 
enue. They buile there a large hotel three 
stories high, entirely aframe structure. The 
plan of this building was different in some 
features from other hotels in that the dining 
hall was out of all proportion to the rest of 
the house. It was intended to make this 
etructure the nucleus for a summer village. 
Cottages would serve for residences, while the 
inmates would have their meals at the 
hotel. But of the projected cottages only one 
Was built and that by Ethan A. Hitchcock, 
whose investment in the property was larger 
than that of any other member of the com- 
pany. J. H. Siegrist opened the hotel, but 
ran it without profit for a year. John Mon- 
teith opened it and ran it for a year as the 
manager for the company. He made no 
money and the hotel was closed for two years. 
Four years ago Homer P. Williams, 


who had been in =the hotel bus- 
ness in the South for several 
years and had been previously for many years 
a conductor on the New York Central, pur- 
chased the house for $20,000 from the company 
and paid $7,000 for the furniture, which had 
been mortgaged to members of the company. 


He spent considerable money on improve- 


ments, making his investment in all about 
$40,000. The house has been growing in popu- 
larity as a family hotel, and for two years has 
done a fair amount of business, although 
Mr. Williams has not made any money there. 


At the beginning of his management he bad a 


8 GREAT AMOUNT OF DIFFICULTY 
with servants but latterly had not been at all 
bothered by troubles of this character. 

He spent the winter at the Laclede Hotel 
with his family and only went to Montesano a 
week ago. They were hardly settled there 
when the fire occurred. Miss Williams came 
to the city this morning and was seen at the 
Laclede Hotel. She told the story of the disaster. 
Last night, she said, we were all in the 
reading - room, which is on the first floor, until 
about 8:30, and then we went upstairs. I 
locked the doers and put out the gasin the 
reading-room myself. There had been no fire 
in the hotel since we went there except in the 
kitchen. Our gas generator was not near the 
reading-room but in the ether end of 
the building. About 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing we were awakened by smoke 
in our rooms. The windows of the rooms 
come down tothe floor and open on hinges. 
They were open last night and when we woke 
the smoke was pouring intothe rooms through 
thetransoms. We ran out on the piazza. I 
managed to get a pair of stockings, father got 
his trousers and mother was hurried out of 
her room without anything but her night 
dress. The smoke was awful. We

A Comedienne Who Defies Analysis—The 
Stoddard Lectures—Amusement Notes. 

Rosina Vokes is like—Rosina Vokes. There 
could not be a much lamer conclusion than 
this, and yet it is the natural result of an at- 
tempt to analyze the comedienne who is at the 
Olympic this week. Lame as itis, it is not 
such a bad conclusion, after all. 

It means simply that she has an individuality 
which is all her own, and which makes her un- 


like any one else. It sticks out all over her and 
is found ina r speech, in her gestures, 
in her walk, hop, jump, dance. She has an 
abrupt, short, quick way of saying things and 
of doing things that is odd at first, but scores 
every point, and before the evening is over no 
one would have her saying and doing things 
any — way than abruptly. It is her trade- 
mark. 

She is a queer mixture of the saucy, petted 
child and the bright, sparkling woman. I find 
myself studying her methods without per- 
fectly clear results, and yet with constantly 
increasing admiration and enjoyment; and 
when any one has really come to understand 
her, every motion and modulation is full of 
meaning and goes straight to the point. 

One of the keys to her comedy is the rising 
inflection, Everything goes up with her, as 
if the vim and the sparkle and lite in her were 
bubbling and surging out and were pushing 
her right to the edge of overflow all the time. 
The inflection and modulation of expression are 
in herself. When she asks a question she is a 
living interrogation point, and when she 
makes an exclamation she doesn’t have to 
speak at all; she is a walking shout. She 
even walks with a rising infection, 
and has a little trick of rising on 
her toes just as she touches the climax of a 
bright bit of work is as if she had reached the 
highest point of effervescence and wanted to 
dotit. Sheisa bundle of expressiveness and

There is nothing half-way or heart- 
less about it, butshe goes into it with a dash 
which carries every one else along with her. 
A whole-souled heartiness and fine physical 
swing pervade her nautical dance after 1s 
Art is True to Poll’’ that start a sea breeze in 
the theater and bring an invigorating whiff of 
the ocean right in among the electric lights 
and warm air of the play- house. 

In her character dances and imitations she 
fairly twinkles with springy Mert as if the 
dancing spirit in her couldn’t find motions 
enough to work its way out and was bursting 
with over-animation. Talk about dramatic 
cock-tails, but Rosina Vokes is of the cham- 
paign kind and the bead is always on 
her. She is happiest in The Double 
Lesson,’’ and keeps the audience in 
a ripple. If there is any more 
enjoyable entertainment than the triple bili of 
last evening it is hard to find, and the best of 
it is that it is refined, intelligent and artistic.

BLOOMINGTON, III., April 14.—The drouth 
throughout Central Illinois, together with the 
great and continuous heat, is unprecedented.

Some farmers are 
still feeding. Except that the trees are 
leafless the country presents the aspect of 
August. The fields are so dry that it is next to 
im possible to harrow, owing to the clouds of 
dust.

ping their flow of water. The farmers are be- 
ginning to plant corn nearly three weeks ahead 
of time. So far the crops have not been in- 
jured except the grass, and if a heavy rain 
should fall this week the prospect would be 
excellent.

HUDSON WILL NOT PITCH FOR THEM TO- 
DAY IN INDIANAPOLIS, 


The Team Generally in Hard Luck—How the 
Games Were Considered in Cincinnati 
and Louisville—The Race Between Vo- 
lante and the Bard—Other Games Yester- 
day—Sporting Notes and Gossip. 


Special Correspondence of the PosT-DIsPaTcH. 
CINCINNATI, April 18.—No matter what the 
result of the last game in the great spring 
struggle for the world’s championship may be, 
the title cannot now be won either by the 
Chicago White Stockings or the St. Louis 
Browns before the middie of next Uctober. 
The Browns themselves and their friends had 
not, to say the least, the most favorable an- 
ticipations as to the outcome of the games 
this spring, the reason whereof has been 
dwelt upon sufficiently already. But when 
the Browns left St. Louis they and their 
friends were almost confident of their defeat- 
ing the champions of the League at least two 
out of the three games played abroad. That 
they have failed to do so cannot be laid wholly 
at their door. The game here to-day be- 
longed to the Browns and would have 
been won by them but for the 
unfortunate injury which Caruthers sustained 
at Louisville and which affected the whole 
club, it would seem. The middle finger of his 
right hand was practicaily disabied in that 
game. The nail was torn badly and the skin 
was stripped from the first joint. Caruthers 
enlisted the services of a Louisville surgeon 
immediately after the game, the finger 
was dressed with a healing salve 


and will recover in about a week’s time. 
Meanwhile it will be almost impossible for the 
man to pitch, as the particular flanger which 
was selected forthe injury is the one which 
‘*Bob’’ uses most in his work. The club will 
not suffer greatly from the accident beyond 
the loss it will bring them in tue 
world’s championship games. President Von 
der Ahe is confident of securing Hudson 
and has forestailed that pitcher’s intention of 
joining Sam Morton’s amateur club by warn- 
ing Manager Hart of the Milwaukee Club 
against which Morton’s club is to play, not to 
engage in any contestin which Hudson takes 
apart.

BATTLE OF GETTYSBURG, 


A Monument to Be Erected by the Sur- 
vivors of Pickett’s Division. 


RICHMOND, Va., April 14.—On July 3, the 
twenty-fourth anniversary of the battle of 
Gettysburg, the survivors of Pickett’s Vir- 
ginia division, which took such a conspicuous 
part in that conflict, will erect a monument to 
mark the point where they made the most gal- 
lant charge of any Confederate command 
during the war. This monument is tobe of 


Virginia granite, and similar in shape, 
but much larger, than the base upon 
which the statue of Stonewall Jackson in the 
Capitol square here, rests. It is to be erected 
near Zeigier’s Grove, Cemetery Ridge, near 
Taneytown road, and is intended to indicate 
the point where this division pierced the 
Federal line. The base of the monument will 
bear the following inscription: ‘‘They did all 
that men could do.—Gen. Lee.’’

A Decree Granted in the Brunnick Case— 
Painful Discovery of a Wife—Petitions 
for Incorporation To-Day—Notable Dam- 
age Suits Before Juries—New Litigation 
—Proceedings in Probate. 


Mrs. Alice R. Muirhead filed in the Cirenit 
Court to-day a petition for divorce from Wm. 
E. Muirhead. They were married on the 30th 
of March, 1875, and lived together until the 19th 
of last October. Mrs. Muirhead complains 
that domestic trouble began concerning the 
management of the children. One morn- 
ing at the breakfast table her -hus- 
band became very angry at the boy, 
Alexander, and he declared that the lad should 
haveno more schooling, but should make 
himself useful. Mrs. Muirhead ventured to 
utter a remonstrance, and her husband rushed 
at her witha knife, seized her by the throat 
and tried to stab her, but was prevented from 
doing any serious injury. Mrs. Muir- 
head further alleges that her husband 
made use of vile language and declared 
that he would run things at home in his own 
way. She states that he indulged in the im- 
moderate use of liquor, and under its influ- 
ence his conduct was unbearable. 

One day at the table the youngest child 
caused a scene, and Mr. Muirhead picked up a 
cup of hot coffee throwing the contents all over 
his wife. For a long time he contributed but 


little to the support of the famil He told a 
guest in the house to warn his wife that if she 
did not go back to her relatives and leave bim 
she would be seriously hurt some day. Soon 
after this he took his own departure and the 
following day his wife heard that he had been 
arrested for disorderly conduct and sent to 
the Work- house. Mrs. Muirhead took her 
children and went back to herrelatives. She 
understood that after her husband's release 
he went to Manitoba. 


A Sad Domestic Story. 


Judge Lubke to-day granted a decree of di- 
vorce to Mrs. Mary Brunnick against James 
Brunnick. This was a very painful case. The 
parties were married August 15, 1875, and im- 


mediately after the event Mrs. Brunnick dis- 
covered that her husband was subject to epi- 
leptic attacks. He had carefull 
concealed the knowledge of 4 
from her prior to the marriage, and the un- 
— 2 and dangerous consequences soon 
ecame manifest. During the attacks he was 
irresponsible and unmanageabie, cruel and 
barbarous in his treatment of his family and 
he subjected his wife to shocking indignities. 
In less than two weeks after the marriage 
he whipped ber for no 
he frequently locked her 
house and did numerous irratio thin 
other times he abused and mortified his wife 
in the presence of others, causing her bitter 
sorrow and shame. 

It frequently became necessary to restrain 
him by force, and after enduring four months 
of misery and fear Mrs. Brunnick was forced 
to take steps placing her husband in an insane 
asylum. ne child was born of the marriage, 

the Court awarding its custody to the mother.

ROMANCE OF MARY HARRIS. 


How Judge Bradley Defended and Married 
the Emotional Murderess, 


Washington Letter to the Evening Telegram. 

The death of the venerable Joseph H. 
Bradley of this city recalls the celebrated 
case which was the central fact of his 
career and which obtained a national re- 
nown. Judge Bradley is now well 
stricken in years. He is the oldest mem- 
ber of the bar in the District of Columbia 
and a gentleman of excellent repute and 
en standing in the community. His 

bility as an advocate, which always 
ranked well, was put toa hard test and

But Mary Harris did not get off scot free 
immediately. She was adjudged innocent 
of murder, but still insane, and accord- 
ingly she was sentenced to confinement in 
St. Elizabeth’s Asylum in this city. The 
scene at her acquittal was a most extraor- 
dinary one. There was a great hubbub, in 
the midst of which Judge Bradley kissed 
his fair client and exclaimed that she was 
anoble woman, ardthat if there were 
more like her there would be fewer scamps 
in the world—which proposition would 
seem to be undeniably true. 

Miss Harris was subjected to nominal 
confinement in theasylum for many years, 
although in reality she was under no con- 
straint. She could come and go when she 


liked, and if she had chosen to she could |

have escaped at any time. 
often passed whole months away from the 
asylum, at the Virginia Springs or other 
summer resorts. Almost everybody felt 
sure that she was notin the least insane. 
The sequel may not be known to many, 


but it is one of the most striking parts of 


the story. After some years Judge Brad- 
ley got gon | Harris legally discharged 
from the asylum as restored to sanity and 
then he married her. And to-day the 
heroine of the tragedy of 1864 is bending 
tearfully over the death-bed of the faith- 
ful man who saved her life then and has 
been devoted to it ever since.

A SERIOUS ACCIDENT. 


The Son of Dr. E. S. Lemoine Shoots Himself 
With a Target Rifle. 


Last Tuesday evening about 6 o’clock Mas- 
ter John 8. Lemoine, the 17-year-old son of 
Dr. E. 8. Lemoine of Seventeenth and Wash- 
ington avenue, shot himself with a target 
rifle, inflicting a painful and serious wound. 
His physicians, Drs. Mudd and Thos. 
O' Reilly, do not believe the wound fatal, and 


entertain strong hopes of his rapid recovery. 
The ball, which was the ordinary 22-caliber, 
target size, entered the abdomen, and all 
efforts to find it have thus far provec unsuc- 
cessful. Dr. E. 8. Lemoine, the boy’s father, 
is of the opinion that there is only slight 
danger of peritonitis setting in and that all 
danger is past. 

The shooting was entirely accidental, being 
due wholly to the fact that young Lemoine 
didn't know it was loaded. Together with

arp crack was heard, and the next instant 
Lemeine was writhing on the grass with a bul- 
let in his stomach. He was carried to the 
house in great pain, and Drs. Mudd and 
O'Reilly were sent for by his father, Dr. Le- 
moine. An examination was made, and the 
ball was probed for, but the physicians failed 
to locate it. 
This morning young Lemoine was resting 
quietly, and his recovery is hoped for shortly.

INTERESTING ANECDOTES AND REMINIS- 


CENSES OF THE FAMOUS COMEDIAN. 


Actors Exchange Recollections and Stories 
About Their Dead Associate—His Fond- 
mess for Practical Jokes—Some Funny 
Incidents in His Career—His Joke on 
Sothern and Sothern’s Reprisal—How the 
Jury in Col. Sellers Was Packed for 
Him— Mrs. Potter Disgusted with Her 
Treatment by the Critics.

NEW York, April 14.—The death of J. T. 
Raymond has been one ofthe chief topics of 
conversation to-day in theatrical circies. 
Every actor has had a spray of green to tender 
to his dead brother, but it wasaspray from 
the garden of memory, of iris rather than cy- 
press, from a tree that had been tended by 
friendship and watered by merry sympathy 
through long years of professional life. 

Another one of us gone’’ was a background 
for the stories that made merriment some- 
thing of a relief. 

Raymond and I dressed for five years in 
the same room,’’ said Herry Edwards. 
It was in the California The- 
ater stock company in San Fran- 
cisco. Joking was not entirely an 
amusement with John. It was a passion.

A MEAN ‘TRICK. 


HOW A RESTAURANT MAN CHEATED DAN 
JEWELL, THE CONDEMNED MURDERER. 


Jewell, Who Is a Cook Himself, Orders 
Breaded Veal Cutlet for One of His 
Last Banquets, and Is Served with Pork 
Instead—The Negro Discusses a Trick 
Which He Says He Often Practiced Him- 
self—The Hanging To-Morrow. 


Dan Jewell, the wife murderer, has buta 
few hours ofthis life before him, but he ap- 
pears to have resigned himself pretty well to 
his faith and while he does not, of course, 
look forward to his execution with any feeling 
of pleasure, he bearsup remarkably well and 
keeps in apparentky good spirits. At times 
there is the faintest suspicion ofa tremor in 
his voice and a slight moistening of the 
eye, but in a moment it passes 
away and he is smiling and jok- 
ing in a quiet way. The early 
part of last night he spent in reading script- 
ure with Deputy Sheriff Sheehan, who had not 
indulged in that employment for many along 
year before. Jewellaiso wrote a note or two, 
and slept for about six hours. One of the 
notes he wrote was to the Sisters of Mercy, re- 
questing them to visit him to-day and console 
him. Father Tihan ealledon him last night, 
and will be around again this evening. The 
doomed man puts in nearly all his time read- 
ing religious Books, and likes to have his 
father confessor and the sisters callon himand 
offer him condolence. Their talk always has 
a very soothing effect on the unfortunate 
young man and gives him new courage to face 
his terrible fate. Heseemsto grow firmer as 
the time approaches, and, it is thought, will 
meet death bravely. ~ 

PORK INSTEAD OF VEAL. 

An incident occurred to-day which shows 
that most men are not averse to stealing a 
copper off a dead man’s eye if they get half a 
chance. The facts are probably best told by 
Jewell himself. He said: ‘‘I ordered a 
breaded veal cutlet for breakfast this morn- 
ing from a neighboring restaurant. The cook 
there evidently did net know that I am a cook 
myself, for he sent me overa breaded pork 
chop for a breaded veal cutiet. That is an old 
trick, and very few persons can tell the differ- 
ence. Ihave served breaded pork chops my- 
golf on board a boat many a time for veal cut- 
lets while cooking steamers. Ot course I 
knew this was a pork op this morning as 
soon as I cut it, but enjoyed it, notwith- 
standing that it was a bogus imitation of what 
1 had ordered. The cook was safe in playing 
it on me, as I cannot = out to pet even with 
him by serving him a similar trick. 

„Well, by this dme to-morrow morning I 
will be at rest. And then Jewell puffed a 
few whiffs out of the cigar he held in his 
mouth before he continued: Ido not care to 
revive old matters or speak about this case of 
mine, but I thing the evidence ought to have 
made it merely a eof murderin a low de- 
gree orelse manslaughter. No one but God 
Almighty and myself knows just how that 
woman was killed and Ido not care to speak 
of it. If only the truth had been sworn tol 
don’t think there was any evidence of mur- 
der in the first degree. Wecan forgive but we 
cannot forget, and while I forgive and feel 
. tor those e to untruths against 
me I cannot forgét it.’’

On, they all seem friendly, but Ihave not 
any particular chums. Maxwell, or Brooks, 
is one of my best friends. He is an English- 
man, and some of the prisoners do not seem 
to like him, but I do. You, see they do not 
understand his ways. Of course he don’t like 
to associate with everybody, and I don’t 
blame him. I suppose I am no better than 
uny other person, bas! don't ikke to associate 
with all sorts of rough. 1 think a man 
has a right to select those with whom he 
chooses to associate, That was a mean trick 
Dingfelder played on Maxwell, and I don’t 
see anything smart about it; If 1 were the 
Supreme Court I would reverse his case just 
on account of that trix... 

THE HANGING. 

Jewell will be hanged very early to-morrow 
morning, and, as stated yesterday, Sheriff 
Harrington has decided to make the execution 
as private as possible.
